A LAST MINUTE 
CHANGE MADE .§IN 
AMUSEMENT TAX 


Edmonton, Mare’. 73—Strong objec: 
tions rafsed by Fred White, labor, Cal- 
gary, and W. G. Johnson,’ labor, Medi- 
cine Hat, have resulted in a last min- 
ute change in the increases to the 
theatres and amusoment tax. By the 
‘chango the present 2% cent tax will 
apply on tickets up to and including 30 
cents instead of on tickets up to 25 
cents as proposed. This means that 
a 30 cent ticket will cost a patron 32% 
cents instead of 36 cents as it would 
have under the bill as first introduced, 
The labor men stressed the point that 
as the 35 cent tickets will now cost 
40 cents, the spread between a thirty 
cent and a forty cent ticket caused by 
the tax as they asked it to be fixed, 
would have an effect in inducing movie 
managers to hold their prices down to 
30 cents instead of 40 cents, which is ¢ 
frequent charge at present, 


OBITUARY 


JOHN CASEY 

On Sunday, March 26, 1922, there de- 
parted from this life My. John Casey, 
one of the old und most respected citi- 
zens of Wetaskiwin. Mr. Casey had 
some weeks ago suffered from an at- 
tack of influenza and had taken con- 
siderable time to gain strength, but 
during the few days previous to his 
death he had been feeling almost as 
well as ever. On Sunday morning he 
attended mass and. walked home, and] 
when just about to enter his own gate 
he fell. Onlookers rushed to hig as- 
sistance and with their ald he walked 
into the house. Mrs. Casey, who was 
walking with some ladies a short dis- 
tance behind, arrived almost immed- 
fately, However,, Mr. Casey passed 
peacefully away within a few minutes, 

The deceased was born of Acadian 
parentage at. Ste, Anne, New Bruns- 
wick in October, 1854. In 1891 he mar: 
ried Mrs. Adelle Cormier, and in 190% 
they emigrated to Wetaskiwin where

Irrigation is coming into its own 
Sn Western Canada. Pioneers of the 
older provinces began with an axe 
and an ox team and were skeptical 
‘of the farmers becoming their own 
rain makers. Now the irrigated dis- 
tricts such as the Okanagan Valley, 
British Columbia, not long since a 
desert, bloom like a rose through 
the vitalizing wealth of the waters 
of irrigation. A large acreage that 
is now being won from nature is the 
soldiers’ settlement land in the 
Southern Okanagan — a 2,200 acre 
tract that is of national interest be- 
cause of its strategic location and 
the engineering skill required te 
make it of service to the soldier set- 
tlers. A motor trip through the 
eettlement revealed a country rich 
in scenic beauty, interesting in old

The Oliver recreation grounds are 
across the river from the town, the 
present site of the big irrigation 
construction camp. yFhe young men 
built a permanent recreation hall 
after being supplied with lumber 
and various requirements by the 
Government. An _ athletic associa- 
tion was formed and now the hall, 
a fine structure, 50 by 170 feet. 
serves the fast growing community 


as a centre for concerts, dances, 
basketball and general sport. 

A demonstration plot has been 
established about five miies south 
of Oliver, on the main highway 
where 24 acres are now under.cul- 
tivation with six acres in young 
trees which will be sold to the sol- 
dier settlers. 

Leaving Penticton, on our trip to 
Oliver, cach interest beckoned to a 
fresh delight. Winding in among 
the hills, we sned around Dog J.ake. 

na steamer “York” on the shee, 
will be used by the Kettle Va'ley 
Railway, from Penticton to join with 
rail again at Okanagan Falls on the 
way to Oliver and the Docradary. 
Passing Vaseaux Lake. through the 
stock raising country there was a 
wealth of beautiful scenery —-- the 
water lilies on the lake, the wi'd 
swans who make their home there 
all the year around, the overhanring 
rock on the motor road, al! added 
to the beauty of the scene.
